war treasury." 


It is almost needless to add that the 


reports circulated here to the effect 
that the United States has applied for 
permission to list, a loan on the bourse 
and that the Japanese had protested 
arc without foundation.

a* to Ilia business affairs, •which wero

following 
his

death. The cause of his act. of self- 
destruction, therefore, is believed to 
have been something deeper than the 
money loss which camo with tho 
financial crash In which Barney and 
so many others were involved. Friends 
and Dullness associates of the dead 
banker, who had been working for, 
•weeks In attempting to settle his busi- 
ness affairs laid that even at the 
present low level of prices, securities 
and titles to property held by Mr. Bar- 
ney will exceed his obligations by 
more than $2,500,000. They express 
confidence, too, that all these holdings 
can he protected, and that on the ris- 
ing market which they expect to fol- 
low a period of depression the value 
of the estate will-be greatly enhanced. 


Blot on Name Too Much. 


It is largely to his Inability to en- 


dure the blot upon his business repu- 
tation which ho feared would result 
from the suspension of the Knicker- 
bocker Trust company and grief over

Declaring against the enforcement 


of Sunday laws In Fort Wayne for tho 
alleged reason that they do not repre- 
sent the position of a majority of the 
citizens ot the city in the matter, and 
assailing the work of the Good Citi- 
zenship league in Its attempt to se- 
cure observance of the liquor laws 
for the same reason, a special com- 
mittee of tho German Alliance, named 
with power lo net, has reported a ser- 
ies of resolutions which in effect de- 
clare for an open Sunday in Fort 
Wayne. 
It is asserted in the prelude to the 


resolutions that the demand for rigid 
Sunday laws comes from the rural 
communities and that it is unjust 
that residents of cities be compelled 
to submit to government by the rural 
sections. 
The declaration that tho 


churches desire enforcement of the 
Sunday laws is called Into question 
by citing tho fact that the Catholic, 
Lutheran, German Reformed and Jew- 
ish clergymen are not affiliated with 
the Ministerial association, and that 
the membership of these churches out- 
"humber those represented by the Min- 
isterial association. Finally, the en- 
forcement, of the statutes regarding 
Sunday observance is decla'red to bo 
an attempt to revive Puritanism. 


Tho alliance declares that, it pro- 


poses to bo active in future political 
affairs and that it will oppose all can- 
didates who do not declare themselves 
against a rigid enforcement of the 
Sunday lb.ws.

Some time ago 
the 
Indianapolis 


Brewers" association, led by 
Albert 


Lieber. Crawford Fairbanks and Jo 
seph Schof, decided not to start an, 
more saloons In Indianapolis for two 
years. 
They expected to case the 


anti-saloon agitation by limiting the 
number of saloons and attempting to 
drive out dive keepers. 


These matters received consldera 
on yesterday afternoon at B meet- 
ng of the state association at the Den- 
son hotel.

boat with the power plant of an auto- 
mobile.

side by side in a cockpit, the steering 
wheel and control being on the right 
side, as upon any automobile.

Is shifted by levers for the wheels to 
a small screw propeller in rear and 
vice versa, or ho'th may be operated 
together. Disc wheels are used, so as

tors to be summoned, Mr. Barney's 
last words to him were, "Doctor, this 
was accidental." Dr. O'Hanlon, the 
coroner's assistant, who afterward ex- 
tracted the bullet, also

opinion that Mr. Barney did not kill 
himself Intentionally. 
"It seems to 


me practically impossible," ho said, 
"that a man should kill himself in 
such a way.

office, who was sent for by George L. 
Nichols, of counsel for Mr. Barney, 
shortly after the shooting, held the 
same view. The coroner, Julius Har- 
burger, on the other hand, states pos- 
itively that it is a clear case of sui- 
cide. 
"It could have been nothing else," 


said Mr. Harburger. "Mr. Barney 
shot himself because of the events of 
the last few days, judging from all 
th« circumstances; surrounding the 
case." A third view is held by a num- 
ber of other persons. These say that 
Mr. Barney was holding the pistol In 
front of him preparatory to raising 
it to shoot when It accidentally went 
off.However, Mr. Barney's friends all 
admit that his embarrassed financial 
condition greatly worried him; that 
he had lost ambition, and they assert

Citizens league, is a society of the 
English speaking and so called "Evan- 
gelical" churches and does not pre- 
tend to voice the opinions of the Ger- 
man-speaking pastors of our city, nor 
is it responsible for the enforcement 
of laws in the city of Fort Wayne. 


j This duty is encumbent upon the ox- 
j ecutive officers of our state and city, 


and

prosecution 
of 
offenses 


against law is the duty of our courts 
and prosecuting attorneys. 


The resolutions further assume that 


i because the German ministers of Fort 


j Wayne do not belong to the Ministers' 


association, that therefore they do not 
endorse the enforcement of the laws 
of the state of Indiana.

This is a very grave insinuation

a couple of days ago to get her evi- 
dence by examination. 
As soon as 


Clarence Shearn, counsel for 
Mrs. 


Gould, learned such an order had been 
granted, he moved to vacate the order 
on technical grounds. 


No Excuse for Desertion? 


Mr. Shearn yesterday argued that 


Howard Gould had made an affidavit 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 15.—Suit 


was filed yesterday by James Bing- 
ham, attorney general for the state of 
Indiana, against Andrew M. Sweeney, 
William T. Noble and Alexander Hess, 
former clerks of the supreme court, 
asking judgment for fees collected, so 
it is charged, and illegally retained 
by Sweeney.

Corporations. 


Chicago, 
Nov.. 15.—The 
Tribune 


prints the 
following special 
from 


Washington by a. staff correspondent: 


Instead of bothering his head over 


the vagaries of the third term boom- 
ers and the anxious politicians who 
have been annoying him of late, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has been going ahead 
soberly and methodically putting the 
finishing touches to his message to 
congress. 


There is every reason to believe 


this document Trill show the president 
in a new light. Every one who has 
seen him of late comments upcn the 
fact that Mr. Roosevelt seems much 
quieter, more sober, and appears to 
feel a sense of his responsibility 
more deeply than before. He has not 
abandoned any of his theories, nor is 
he disposed to compromise with fin- 
ancial crooks, however high their sta- 
tion. 


Nevertheless, the message, from all 


apv;arances. will be a surprise, for it 
•will be devoted largely if not entirely 
to a serious discussion of financial and 
commercial 
conditions. 
There -will 


be nothing about it to excite the fears 
of timid capitalists, but, on the con- 
trary, there will be timely sugges- 
tions looking toward wise legislation 
to correct existing evils without a 
brass band. 


Message to Set Alarms at Rest. 
The whole message is likely to be 


of an economic character, but it will 


' be free from threats and all of its 


suggestions' will be temperate and 'n 
a vein which can hardly fail to quiet 
the alarms of those people in New 
York ami vicinity who have persist- 
ently misunderstood 
and 
misinter- 


preted everything the president has 
said and done regarding railroads 
and predatory corporations. 


In the first 'place, it can be stated 


as a fact that President Roosevelt is 
not anticipating and will not urge any 
ssrious modifications ot the railroad 
rate law. He is contented to give thnt 
measure a fair trial, and he probably 
realizes, as most people ilo, that tho 
best thing al-out it wns its moral ef- 
fect. 
The Elkins rebate law has 


proved just the handle the govern- 
ment was looking Tor to roinpel th<» 
railroads to deal fairly with all ship- 
per:?. Tbo evil complained of wns not 
eo much high nitrs at any time as a 
disposition on the part of the rail- 
roads to discriminate against, localities 
and Individuals. 


With the new rate law and the El- 


kins law together, the government has 
power to put an end to this evil. 


New Attitude Toward Pooling. 


Instead of attacking railroad com- 


panies and corporations, the presi- 
dent's message almost, certainly will 
take a decided stand in their behalf. 
He will recommend thnt pooling bo 
permitted. The theory on which this 
recommendation Is based is, of course, 
thnt so long as tho government has 
undisputed right to regulate rates, 
railroads are entitled to dispose of 
their earnings as they see (It. 


Pooling was specifically prohibited 


by the old Interstate commerce act. 
because at that time It was felt that 
If the railroads were permitted to

Now all that has been changed. 


The now rato law gives the commis- 
sion 'power to fix a. reasonable rate. 
The Elkins law punishes discrimin- 
ations. The public, therefore, is pro- 
tected, and It, makes but little differ- 
ence to the shipper which road hauls 
his freight or how the money Is di- 
vided, provided the rate Is not too 
high and unfair advantages are not 
given to his competitors. 


Vifews on Trusts Modified. 


In a similar way the president's 


message will take an advanced stand 
In regard to the anti-trust law. 
The 


wording of that act is unfortunate. 
It aparently puts a ban on all sorts 
of combinations, whether they act- 
ually result disastrously to the public 
or not. At tho same time the record 
of prosecutions under that act is not 
a favorable one for the government. 
Some trusts have been dissolved for 
the time being, and others have been 
compelled to change their methods, 
but the anti-trust law with its broad 
prohibition of combinations, 
which 


are absolutely necessary to the con- 
duct ot business in these times, has 
frightened legitimate capitalists with- 
out striking much terror Into the
